Since Kaiser is Canned, Allied 
Statesmen May Ease Up 
on Armistice Terms

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—America 
and the Allied nations now face the 
g reat problem of rebellion 
in 
G er­ 
m any and tile spread 
of 
bolsheviki 
throughout Europe. 
President Wilson, in his address to 
Congress announcing 
the 
armistice 
terms, carried a direct appeal to the 
German people to strive 
quickly 
to 
gain self-control of their present sit­ 
uation. 
And, countering this, Dr. Solf, the 
German foreign secretary, 
has 
sent 
the President an appeal to soften the 
conditions imposed upon Germany by 
h er enemies, to assist the new Ger­ 
m an governm ent in preventing rebel­ 
lion. 
The Solf note of appeal to Presi­ 
dent Wilson was picked up 
toy 
the 
navy wireless and its text delivered 
to the President last night, 
it 
was 
stated today. 
T he 
Swiss 
minister 
was to call at the White House this 
afternoon, possibly to deliver the of­ 
ficial text of the communication. 
Indications that 
the 
term s 
have 
aroused a new spirit to fight in some 
quarters in Germany was indicated 
today by reported orders to the Ger­ 
m an fleet from the command and sol­ 
diers' council to resist the carrying 
out of the armistice terms. 
While any resistance of 
the 
Ger­ 
m an fleet would be disposed of toy the 
Allied fleet, President Wilson is vital­ 
ly concerned now in checking prompt­ 
ly the bolshevik! movement. 
He has 
promised the German people as soon 
as they restore order, "a peace that 
will justly define their place among 
nations.” 
And one ‘w hich 
will 
en­ 
able 
them 
to 
live in security and 
contentm ent.” 
Thus he appeals for order and quiet. 
Until it comes, he warns that there 
ig nothing for the united nations to do 
but wait with patience ‘‘for the aw ak­ 
ening and recovery that will surely 
come at last.” 
It mav bo truly said th at the Ger­ 
m an situation lias changed the whole 
program of peace—and may serve to 
change in some ways the application 
of the arm istice terms. 
What altera­ 
tions, if any. in the latter 
may 
be 
possible, however, are not yet discuss, 
ed. 
One modification in 
Hie 
armistice 
term s is believed likely in the m atter 
of freeing German ships now idle in 
their harbors. 
The armistice 
terms 
would m ake these subject to seizure 
but President Wilson bas suggested 
“presently” 
they 
should 
be 
made 
available for 
carrying 
needed 
food 
supplies to the central empires. 
In 
J*js connection,, it must be noted 
th a t the term s of the armistice were 
drawn many days and presented be­ 
fore Germany revolted ami her kaiser 
abdicated. 
Since then leading British 
and American statesmen 
have 
indi­ 
cated th e term s to be imposed against 
h er might not be so severe as under 
h e r continued adherence to the kaiser. 
It was indicated today that plans 
for a peace conference will go ahead. 
It probably will be held In one of the 
belligerent 
countries, 
most 
likely 
France. 
The reason for this is that 
the revolt in Germany 
coupled

countries makes It inadvisable to hold 
th e conclave In a 
neutral 
country 
w here radical leaders could use the 
occasion for

Both McAdoo and K itch’n foci that 
this bide should still hold and that 
none shall be Allowed to escape with 
war profits intact at tile expense or 
the g reat mass of people who are to 
be asked to shoulder tw o more liberty 
loans in addition to heavy taxes. 
T he percentage of profits that is left 
a ftir tlie taxes in the new hill are lev­ 
ied will be ample for business recon­ 
struction, it is felt. 
Even with the u tm o st economy this 
nation’s expenditures cannot at once 
snap back to a peace-time basis and a 
reduction in the am ount to be raised 
by taxation will m ean additional bond 
issues. 
That an attem p t to put the 
am ount to be raised from revenue as 
low as $4,000,000,000 will be made, was 
shown to be practically certain in the 
discussions among senators and repre­ 
sentatives today.

“At. this m om ent of universal 
gladness, I send you, Mr. President, 
and tile people of your great repub­ 
lic, a m essage of congratulation 
and deep thanks in my own nam e 
and in that of the people of- this 
empire. 
“It is indeed a m atter of solemn 
thanksgiving that the peoples of 
our two countries, akin in spirits 
as in speech, should today be u nit­ 
ed in this greatest of democracy’s 
achievements. 
“I thank you and the peoples of 
the United States for the high and 
noble part which you have played 
in this glad chapter of history and 
freedom.”

The American L ibrary Association, 
one of the welfare organizations rep ­ 
resented in the U nited W a r W orks 
campaign, has published a list of the 
things it has done in its w a r service 
work during the year from Ju n e, 1917, 
to June, 1918. 
The list is of interest 
to soldiers and civilians alike. 
In that year it erected thirty-six 
camp library buildings and established 
forty-one large camp libraries. 
It sup­ 
plied ninety-on© hospitals and Red 
Cross houses with books. 
It put 200 
trained librarians into the w ar library 
work. 
It supplied 232 naval stations 
and vessels with libraries. It equipped 
286 small camps and m ilitary posts 
with books. It placed branch libraries 
and stations in 1323 Y. M. C. A. and 
K. of C. hats, in barracks and mess 
halls. 
It shipped 300,000 books over­ 
seas. 
It purchased 400,000 technical 
books w anted by men in service. 
It 
collected and made available for use 
2,500,000 gift books and distributed 
6,000,0<10 gift magazines. 
Th# boys still wmnt books and maga­ 
zines, and (the library war service 
Vfork of tfyp A. L. A. is still going 
forward.

Health Officer J. I. Clark, a number 
of conditions under which the health 
department seeks co-operation in the 
opening of the schools were accepted 
by the school board. 
One condition was the segregation 
of the Mexicans so far as possible, 
anil an inspection at Mexican homes 
with 
the 
purpose 
of 
discovering 
whether or not the children coming 
to the schools are afflicted with the 
influenza. 
Inspection will be by the 
school nurse and home nurse employ­ 
ed by the schools. 
The school board has decided to do 
away with the sewing, cooking 
and 
manual training work of the Sixth, 
Seventh and Highth grades for the re­ 
mainder of the year, and to use the 
building on Church street for Mexi­ 
can classes. 
This is a temporary adjustment, it 
is proposed to leave to the next school 
board the problem of a permanent 
adjustment. 
I.ast night Dr. Clark presented a 
petition signed by a large number of 
residents asking for the segregation 
of the Mexican children. 
A delega­ 
tion from the various grammar school 
P.-T. associations was presented, ask­ 
ing that the Sixth grades be assigned 
back to their 
neighborhood 
schools 
rather than kept at Washington, and 
that Washington school be used for a 
Mexican school. 
Superintendent 
Cranston 
pointed 
out that there are eight rooms full of 
Sixth graders, and that there are only 
six rooms available at the grammar 
schools, so it weald be impossible to 
make that change.
